AT the end of the Opera of The Sorcerees last night, Mr. Collins 
repeated his performance on the violin, and introduced a new feat by 
playing the air of ‘ Hope told a flattering tale,’ upon one string with- 
out using any fingers on the string, which he only touched with the 
bow, at the same time tightening or loosening a screw as the modula- 
tion of the air required it; this he modestly called a new trick, and 
trickery it certainly is, like most of the feats of his great prototype ; 
he was most enthusiastically applauded during the whole of his per- 
formance, and encored in his pizzicato variations. A new Operetta 
called Arranyement, written by Don Telasforo de Tuerba, author of 
the Comedy of The Ewquisites, was afterwards acted, for the first time, 
and was received throughout with great laughter and applause. ‘The 
plot, which is lively and bustling, has been constructed with more skill 
than is generally observable in trifles of this kind, but the success of 
the piece must be mainly attributed to the excellent acting of Wrench, 
in the principal character, a young good-natured sort of fellow, who 
is infected with the mania of arranging every body’s concerns. In the 
course of this, his favorite occupation, he introduces his rival, Alfred, 
(J. Bland,) to his own mistress, (Miss Novello,) and also contrives 
to bring abont the marriage of Charles, (Mr. Perkins,) with Louisa 
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Lorimer. (Miss Pincott,) consoling himself at remaining a bachelor 
with the reflection that he shall have more time to arrange other peo- 
ples’ affairs. 

The character was exactly in Wrench’s style, and he'played it with 
untiring spirits. Mr. F. Matthews, in the part of Mr. Benson, gave 
more importance to the character, than even the author could have 
contemplated by his chaste and natural acting. Mrs. Keeley was also 
very clever in a trifling part, and sang two songs, composed by Bar- 
nett, one of which was encored. The Operetta was announced for 
repetition, without adissenting voice. The evening’s amusements 
concluded with The Spring Lock, which must have kept those who 
staid it ont, till this morning. 

Kean was playing last week, with great success at Birmingham, 
his health is so renovated, as to allow him to act 5 successive nights.
